Dugdale,  about  the  Courfe  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  Road  called  Watling-ftreet,  &c. 


My  worthy  Friend , 

AFter  my  parting  from  you  on  Thurfday 
laft  at  Rothwell ,  I  met  with  nothing 
obfervable  in  my  Journey,  fave  a  very  large 
Rampire  at  Goldjborough  in  Nortbamptonjhire 9 
which  is  fituate  upon  a  high  Hill,  and  pre- 
fents  a  large  Prcfpeft  every  Way.  The  Dif¬ 
ference  and  imperfedDiredions  of  the  Coun- 
try-men*caufed  me  to  wafte  fix  Hours  before 
I  got  to  Antonine s  BANNAVENNA, 
and  our  Wee  don*  There  I  entered  W ailing- 
Jlreet ,  (which  the  People  yet  call  the  Street¬ 
way)  and  within  a  Mile  the  old  Roman 
Way  difcovers  it  feif  very  plainly,  the 
Ridge  continuing  perfedly  vifible  for  ano¬ 
ther  Mile  5  and  then  at  Norton ,  it  is  took 
in  by  Inclofures,  where  now  is  the  common 
Road,  turning  a  little  on  the  right  Hand, 
does  about  half  a  Mile  farther  re-enter  Wat - 
ling^reeu  Thence  Tis^  plain  to  New- Inn  9 
r  and 
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and  four  Miles  further  I  met  with  the  Vefti- 
gia  of  an  Ancient  Fort,  about  a  Bow-fhot 
on  the  right  Hand  of  the  Way,  over  againft 
Lilburne  3  the  outward  Line  contained  about 
an  Acre  of  Ground,  within  which  was  a 
Mount  like  the  Keep  of  an  old  Caftle,  fur- 
rounded  with  a  Trench,  and  over  againft  it 
the  Ground  raifed  like  a  Half-Moon,  whofe 
Horns  entered  the  other  Trench,  as  by  the 
Platform  (which  I  have  pricked  in  the  Mar¬ 
gin)  you  may  difcern.  I  heard  of  no  other 
Name  for  it,  than  the  round  Hill.  The  Ri¬ 
ver  Avon  runs  near  it  on  the  North .  A  Mile 
farther,  in  the  Valley,  ftands  another  Houfe 
called  New-Inn  alfo,  but  of  Ancienter  /land¬ 
ing  than  the  former?  and  diftinguifhed  only 
by  its  lying  under  Showell.

And  they  fay,  that 
Roman  Coin  is  found  thereabouts  3  but 
though  I  have  met  with  none  there,  nor  in 
all  my  Journey,  yet  have  I  left  Word  with 
divers  to  lay  up  for  me  what  they  fliall  here¬ 
after  find.  About  a  Mile  hence,  there  is  a 
Tumulus  raifed  in  the  very  Middle  of  the 
Highway,  which  methought  was  worth  ob- 
ferving  3  but  from  thence  to  High-Crofs ,  I 
faw  nothing  worthy  taking  Notice  of  3  but 

there 
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there  ( near  the  Place  ,  where  Fofs  from 
Leicefler ,  and  Watling-ftreet  from  Weedon 
make  a  right  Angle)  is  the  Foundation  (as 
I  guefs)  of  a  Roman  Temple,  about  fix 
Yards  long,  and  four  Yards  broad  $  and 
where,  they  fay,  not  long  fince,  was  a  Thing 
like  a  Silver  Mace  dug  up  5  (which,  the  Peo¬ 
ple  will  needs  have  to  be  the  Mayors  Mace 
of  the  City  when  it  flood)  I  fuppofe  it 
might  be  feme  Enfign  of  Honour,  or  Ponti¬ 
fical  Inftrument  belonging  to  the  Prieft,  or 
ufed  in  Sacrifice.  The  long  Pole  fet  up  at 
this  Place,  with  four  Arms,  (direding  the 
Way  from  London  to  Weft-Chejler ,  and  from 
York  to  Brijiol)  was  ereded  by  one  Mr.  An¬ 
thony  Font  of  Claybrooke ,  who  was,  I  hear, 
a  Lover  of  Antiquities,  (with  whom  lived 
one  Mr.  Broxhorne,  a  great  Colledor  of  the 
Coins  found  hereabout  5  but  what  is  be¬ 
come  of  him,  I  could  not  learn.)  On  the 
Top  of  its  Eredion,  viz,.  Sept,  14.  1630, 
coming  near  Hinckley ,  I  perceived  the  old 
Way  has  been  taken  into  Stretchley- Field, 
and  fo  continued  for  a  Mile  5  from  whence, 
’till  I  came  near  the  River  Anchor ,  little  was 
obfervable  5  but  about  a  Bow-fhot  on  this 
Side  the  Bridge,  the  old  Roman  Way  paffes 
ithrough  the  Middle  of  a  fquare  Fortification, 
which  contains  about  two  Acres  of  Ground. 
This  Place  deferves  fome  farther  Confidera- 
rtion,  it  feeming  to  be  fituate  at  the  very 

Entrance 
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Entrance  of  old  MANDVESSEUM. 
Thence  (a  Mile  on  the  left  Hand)  I  could 
difcern  the  Tumulus  upon  Oldbury  5  but  the 
Day  was  too  far  fpent  to  ride  up  to  it.  Be¬ 
ing  paft  a  Mile  from  Atherfton ,  methought 
Watling-Jlreet  ftruck  an  oblique  Line  to 
Falkejley  5  and  though  the  Woods  denied 
me  the  Help  to  judge,  which  the  Champian 
had  afforded  me,  yet  by  obferving  the  Po- 
fition  of  the  Sun,  I  was  fomething  perfwa- 
ded  to  credit  this  my  Opinion  5  but  I  will 
not  politively  aver  it,  ’till  I  fhall  trace  this 
Way  with  a  Needle.  From  Falkejley ,  I 
found  the  old  Way  hold  on  very  diredt  and 
vifible,  ’till  1  came  within  half  a  Mile  of 
ETOCETVM,  and  there  it  is  apparent¬ 
ly  cut  off,  or  rather  funk  in  the  Bogs,  juft 
when  Ickenild-Jlreet  croffes  it ;  fo  that  the 
prefent  Road  takes  upon  the  right  Hand, 
and  about  half  a  Mile  farther  enters  the 
old  Way  again  at  Wall.  1'hus  far  I  traced, 
and  viewed  what  now  feems  obfervable  in 
this  Ancient  Roman  Way  5,  (with  thofe  Parts 
of  it  wherein  two  others  of  the  Ancient  Ro¬ 
man  Roads  crofs  it)  and  now  let  me  farther 
tell  you,  that  looking  back  from  the  High¬ 
way,  over  againft  Round-Hill ,  towards  New- 
Inn ,  I  difcerned  the  Track  to  be  a  little 
arched,  and  inclining  North  Weft ,  which 
adds  fome  ground  to  your  Opinion,  that 
the  Courfe  of  Watling-jlreet  is  fomewhat 

bending 
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bending  through  Warwickshire.  The  like 
Arch, I  obferved  to  be  from  the  Place  where 
We  eroded  this  Street-way,  from  Newnbam 
to  Lutterworth 5  and  both  thefe  Profpefis 
were  about  four  Miles  in  Length.  Howe¬ 
ver,  I  could  not  difeern  the  leaft  Variation 
from  a  {trait  Line  in  any  other  Fart  of 
the  Way  5  but  there,  I  confefs,  the  Wood 
grew  on  me  too  faft,  and  cut  the  Profpect 
too  fhort  to  make  my  Obfervation  fo  exact 
as  I  did  in  the  Champian  5  and  therefore  f 
mull  wait  for  a  clearer  Satisfaction,  ’till  the 
Needle  determines  it.  It  has  created  fome 
Wonder  in  me  fince,  how  fuch  an  eminent 
Road,  fo  (trait,  fo  folidly  founded  with 
Stones  and  Gravel,  and  its  Ridge  fo  firmly 
raifed,  fhould  become  fo  much  negleCted, 
whereas  there  is  not  a  more  boggy  and  rotten 
Road,  than  in  that  other  (when  the  old 
one  is  forfaken)  almoft  to  Coventry.  Be- 
fides,  in  my  Opinion,  the  Journey  from 
Weedon  to  Litchfeild ,  through  Watling- 
Jlreet ,  is  Alerter  by  three  cr  four  Miles, 
than  if  you  go  by  Coventry.  But  I  confider, 
that  after  the  Roman  and  Idolatrous  Part  of: 
the  Saxon  Times,  Chriftianity  (founded 
upon  different  Interefts  drew  on  \  eneration 
to  the  Places  of  Martyrdom,  or  other  Reve¬ 
rence  upon  fome  lelfer  Engagements^  which 
afterwards  grew  up  to  the  Accommodation 
of  Travellers,  among  which  Coventry  be- 

C  came 
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came  famous  for  its  Monaftery,  and  the  new 
Way  through  it  to  Litchfeild  (though  more 
winding,  long,  and  rotten)  was  frequented, 
and  the  old,  (though  direft,  fhorter,  and 
firmer)  by  Degrees,  relinquifhed.  Thus 
Litchfeild  and  St.  Albans  might  (perhaps  up¬ 
on  like  Occafion)  draw  the  great  Roads  to 
them  from  EROGETVM, and  Old  VER- 
VLAMIVM  became  neglefted.  I  will 
not  add  another  Line,  but  beg  Pardon  for 
this  tedious  Relation,  and  to  allure  you  that 
I  am

I  Do  not  wonder  that  you  fhould  hear  of 
another  Purgingof  the  Univerfity, which, 
although  it  be  not  yet  done,  will  in  all  Pro¬ 
bability  be  fhortly  3  fo  that  the  Report  you 
hear  may  be  receiv’d  as  a  good  Prophecy, 
although  not  as  a  True  Hiflory.

I  Am  hugely  unfortunate,  if  thofe  Minutes 
you  have  been  fo  earneft  for  are  not  yet 
come  to  your  Hands.  Upon  your  firft  De¬ 
fire  I  fent  the  Original  Paper  I  had  from 
you  5  and  by  chance  having,  I  know  not 
why,  taken  a  Copy,  I  fince  fent  a  Tran- 
fcript,  which  is  I  hope  in  your  Hands  now. 
If  not,  you  muft  have  the  Trouble  of  fend¬ 
ing  your  Commands  once  more,  with  better 
Diredions  to  find  you,  than  are  thofe  to 
your  Three  Black  Po/is.  On  June  14,  about 
6  at  Night,  came  a  Storm,  with  Thunder, 
and  a  Whirlwind  uncommon.  Sir  Fr.  j?8 
had  10  or  12  People  about  Hay  in  a  Ground 
of  his  on  the  N.  Side  of  Bolden  Rill ,  four 
Miles  hence.  It  made  them  think  thejudg^ 
ment-  Day  was  come,  and  to  run  from  their 
Work.  They  faw  it  take  up  many  of  the 
Hay- cocks,  to  the  Quantity  of  two  or  three 
Load  very  high  into  the  Air.  It  fell  all  a- 
bcut  the  Parifli,  feme  was  carry’d  two  Miles 
off.  Trees  bowed  fiat  to  the  Ground  by  it.

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A  Man  faid  to  be  taken  up,  and  carry ’d  to 
forae  Diftance,  fuppos’d  an  ioo  Yards,  and 
fet  down  in  a  Ditch.  A&ive  and  inventive 
Fancy  faw  there  were  Armies  in  the  Sky, 
heard  D  rams  and  Guns,  beheld  Colours,and 
a  long  Dragon’s  Tail  -0  and  at  laft  the 
Scene  was  remov’d  with  very  fweet  Mufick, 
that  of  the  Spheres  not  comparable  to  it.  A 
great  Storm  of  Rain  fell  about  a  Mile  or  two 
fhort  of  the  Place  wherein  this  to-do  was. 
This  is  hugely  talk’d  of  at  a  Diftance  5  and 
the  Story  is  drefs’d  up  to  a  Miracle  5  but 
fettmg  afide  what  Superftition  adds  to  it,  I 
can  be  allur’d  of  nothing  in  it  but  what  was 
natural,  only  not  very  ufual.  On  Tuefday, 
July  6.  a  Holy  Day  was  kept  at  Bridge-iva- 
ter ,  and  this  Place,  in  Remembrance  of  laft 
Year’s  Deliverance  there  :  Prayers  and  Bells, 
Guns  and  Bonfires,  were  made  Ufe  of,  tho’ 
no  Command  5  the  People  hoping  the  King, 
that  pardon’d  the  Rebels,  will  forgive  this 
voluntary  Aft  of  Gratitude  and  Loyalty. 
We  fuppofe  we  fliall  have  fome  of  the  Camp 
in  our  Neighbourhood  for  Winter-Quar¬ 
ters,  if  but  to  fupprefs  the  Meetings  which 
the  wife  People  of  our  Town  openly  fre¬ 
quent,  and  of  which  Complaint  is  made  to 
tile  King.

on  you  defire.  I  have  before  me  the  Letter 
which  my  Friend  fent  about  it,  dated  Octo¬ 
ber  5,  1674.  In  it  he  fays  thus:  About 
a  Month  fince  I  was  inform’d  by  one  of  the 
Workmen  at  Athelney,  of  a  Tomb  found 
deep,  and  taken  up :  The  Workmen  broke 
the  Top-Stone  (a  fair  Tieffe,  carv’d  and  well 
wrought)  and  wall'd  it  up  in  the  new 
Houfe  they  are  building }  they  found  no¬ 
thing  in  it  but  fome  of  his  Cloth,  a  Frag¬ 
ment  of  which  I  fend  you,  the  Skull  of  a 
Man,  and  the  Os  Ilium,  as  I  guefs  by  the 
Defcription  given,  and  fome  Earth  and 
Dull  $  the  Sides  and  lower  Stone  were  Free- 
ftone  $  in  the  Bottom  was  cut  out  Room  for 
the  Receipt  of  the  feveral  particular  Parts  of 
the  Body,  as  Head  round  and  big,  Neck 
narrow.  Shoulders  broad,  all  anfwe- 


rable 
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rable  to  the  Proportion  of  the  feveral  Parts 
of  the  Body,  and  feveral  Holes  bor’d  thro* 
the  fame  bottom  Stone.  My  Informant,  il¬ 
literate,  could  not  tell  whether  there  were 
any  Infcription,only  ’twas  varioufly  hatch’d 
and  wrought  all  over.  It  lay  fome  Diftance 
from  the  fuppofed  Church,  S.  E.  and  at 
fome  Diftance,  about  a  Stone’s  Throw.  I 
cannot  imagine  what  this  Cloth  fhould  be 
made  of,  unlefs  of  fome  foreign  fine  Hair. 
Thus  far  my  Friend.  Again:  Some  Time 
after  he  wrote  again  as  follows.  I  have 
been  (fince  I  was  with  you)  at  Athelney , 
where  they  continue  digging  up  the  Ru¬ 
ins  and  Foundation  of  that  fometimes  fa¬ 
mous  and  Ancient  Monaftery.  They  took 
up  the  Bafes  of  the  Pillars  of  the  Church 
lately,  and  near  by,  found  fome  Graves,  one 
among  the  reft  near  eight  Foot  long,  as  the 
Workmen  guefs’d,  with  the  Bones  anfwera- 
ble.  They  have  wrought  fince  South  from 
the  Eaft  Part  of  the  Church,  (which  flood 
upon  the  Top  of  the  Hill  to  the  N.  E.)  and 
take  up  much  Freeftone,  one  excellently 
well  wrought,  but  broken  in  Pieces,  moft 
confus’d  and  mix’d  with  the  Rubbifh,  yet 
feems  to  my  Thoughts,  that  it  is  the  Win¬ 
dow-Work  and  carv’d  Roof  of  fome  Cloy- 
fter  of  good  Work,  &c.  I  direfted  them 
fince  to  dig  in  the  (fuppos’d  by  me)  Eaft  I 
Part  of  the  Church,  where  they  find  Pieces  j 
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of  carved  Free-ftone,  (hewing  yet  Paint  and 
Gold  on  it,  but  not  of  Bignefs  to  demonftrate 
what  it  was  5  which  Pieces  (fome  of  them) 
I  have  now  by  me,  together  with  Pieces  of 
painted  Brick  or  Tile,  the  undoubted  Floor 
or  Pavement  of  that  Part  of  the  Church  and 
Cioyfters  ~|  This  is  all  my  Friend  fays,  and 
that  I  can  ferve  you  with  in  that  Matter,  un- 
lefs  I  add.  That  the  unfortunate  Captain 
Hiicker  was  the  Purchaser  of  that  Ifland 
Athelney ,  (that  bifida  Nobdium ,  and  the  Min- 
turna  of  K.  Alfred)  and  the  Builder  of  the 
mention'd  Houfe,who  employ’d  thofe  Work¬ 
men  5  and  that  he  himfelf  told  me  (though 
I  remember  not  diftin&ly  all  he  faid)  that 
they  found  a  great  and  curious  Spur  of 
Gold  in  their  digging,  which,  as  I  remem¬ 
ber,  he  faid  they  difpos’d  of  for  their  own 
Benefit,  he  could  not  know  how. 

The  Author  of  my  MS.  gives  this  Title 
to  it.  '  J 

Claudius  CassakV;  and. other  Old  Ro¬ 
man  Emperors  Treafiure ,  newly  found  out 
near  Conqueft  in  Somerfet  5  fiuppos d  to  be 
the  Place  where  their  Conquest  of  Britain 
vs  as  c  ample  sited.  By  Phiiantiquarius. 

He  begins  his  Difcourfe  thus.  [In  that  moft 
critical  Year  of  our  Lord,  1666,  two  large 
earthen  Pitchers  full  of  Roman  Medals,tach 
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eighty  Pound  Troy-Weight,  were  digged  up 
by  Labourers  with  Mattocks,  in  plough'd 
Fields  5  the  one  in  Laurence-Lydiard ,  the 
other  within  the  Parifli  of  Stogumber ,  ad¬ 
joining - -  (He  after  adds  his  Conjedure) 


That  the  Romans ,  throughout  many  Ages, 
after  the  fuppos’d  Conqueft  ended  here,  con¬ 
tinued  a  Legion,  or  Part  of  one,  hereabouts, 
which  they  paid  with  fuch  Money  as  this, 
to  prevent  Infurredion  by  Land  and  Invafi- 
on  by  Sea.  He  adds.  That  after  other  Bri- 
tains  conquer’d,  thefe  two  only  remain’d  un¬ 
conquer’d,  viz.  the  Iceni  and  the  Cangi  3 
and  that  the  Iceni  (in  Norfolk)  being  fub- 
du'd,  they  came  in  the  laft  Place  to  the  Can¬ 
gi  of  Somerfet ,  and  conquer'd  them  alfo  in 
this  Valley,  between  Taunton  and  Watyel . 
He  traces  his  conquering  Army  from  the 
Iceni  to  the  Cangi  in  feven  Footfteps  5  and 
fays  many  Things  I  think  not  altogether  un¬ 
worthy  of  Obfervation,  too  long  to  be  here 
inferred.  When  the  Roman  Forces  were 
call’d  Home,  to  relieve  the  Empire  diftrefs’d 
by  the  Irruptions  of  the  Northern  Nations, 
he  fuppofes  they  bury’d  thefe  Treafures, 
fince  found.  This  fame  Author,  in  his  Di- 
icourfe  upon  Stone-henge ,  which  he  calis  A 
Fools  Boh  foonjhot ,  hath  thefe  Words  near 
the  Beginning.  (My  Bolt  is  foon  foot,  in 
his  fijort  Conjecture,  that  Stone-henge  was  an 
old  Britifh  Triumphal  Trophical  Temple, 
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ereded  to  Anaraith,  their  Goddefs  of  Victo¬ 
ry,  in  a  bloody  Field  there  won  by  Illuftri- 

ous  Stunings  and  his  Cangick  Giants,  from 
Divit incut  and  his  Belga  }  in  which  Temple 
the  Captives  and  Spoils  were  facrific’d  to  the 
faid  Idol  AnaraitloP ]  He  endeavours  to  make 
his  out  under  12  Heads}  as  xft.  TbatStom* 
henge  was  an  old  Britilh  Monument ,&:c.  To 
this  is  added  his  Defcription,  in  which  he 
makes  a  Circle,  and  afligns  three  Entrances, 
to  which  he  allots  fix  great  Stories  without 
the  Circle }  to  omit  the  Account  he  gives  of 
the  red,  the  Stone  in  the  middle,  four  Foot 
broad,  fixteen  Foot  long,  he  makes  to  be  the 
Altar.  The  MS.  with  a  Tranfcription  of 
the  Book  of  the  Prior  Montague,  containing 
tjoe  Charters ,  &c,  and  much  more  than  is 
in  the  Mon  af  icon  I  had  lent,  if  I  had  re¬ 
ceiv’d  the  Letter  24  Hours  fooner.  For  I 
would  have  requeued  Mr.  W alter ,  who  went 
hence  on  Saturday  Morning,  and  fo  was  gone 
before  yours  came,  to  take  it  with  him.  I 
had  great  Hopes  to  have  hadan  Opportunity 
of  fully  imparting  to  him  the  Defign  which 
carries  his  Title,  (and  in  which  iomeconfw 
derable  Progrefs  is  made)  viz,  IntroduBio 
peneralis  in  Cagnitionem  Rerum  acquirendam , 
0*  cognitionis  enrmn  acquifita  Repofitorium .

AT  a  Meeting  of  Gentlemen  at  the  De¬ 
vizes,  for  choofing  of  Knights  of  the

vabie  Antiquities)  was  furvey’d,  in  Imitati¬ 
on  ot  Mr.  Dugdale  s  Uluflration  of  Warwick- 
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Jhire  3  but  it  being  too  great  a  Talk  for  one 
Man,  Mr.  WilliamYorke  (Councellor  at  Law, 
and  a  Lover  of  this  Kind  of  Learning)  ad¬ 
vis’d  to  have  the  Labour  divided  :  He  him- 
felf  would  undertake  the  Middle  Divifion  3 
1  would  undertake  the  North  3  T.  Gore,  Efqr 
‘Jeffrey  Daniel,  Efq3  and  Sir  John  Erneley 
would  be  Affiftants.  Judge  Nicholas  was  the 
greateft  Antiquary,  as  to  Evidences,  that 
this  County  hath  had  in  Memory  of  Man, 
and  had  taken  Notes  in  his  Adverfariis  of  all 
the  Ancient  Deeds  that  came  to  his  Hands. 
Mr.  York  had  taken  fome  Memorandums  in 
this  Kind  too,  both  now  dead  3  ’tis  Pity  thofe 
Papers,  falling  into  the  Hands  of  mercilefs 
Women,  fhould  be  put  under  Pies.  I  have 
iince  that  occafionally  made  this  following 
Colle&ion,  which  perhaps  may  foinetime  or 
other  fall  into  fome  Antiquary’s  Hands,  to 
make  a  handfom  Work  of  it.  I  hope  my 
worthy  Friend  Mr.  Antho?iy  Wood  of  Oxford 
will  be  the  Man.  1  am  heartily  forry  I  did 
not  fet  down  the  Antiquities  of  thefe  Parts 
fooner,  for  finee  the  Time  aforefaid,  many 
Things  are  irrecoverably  loft. 

In  former  Days  the  Churches  and  great 
Houfes  hereabouts  did  fo  abound  with  Monu- 
j  ments  and  Things  remarkable,  that  it  would 
j  have  deterr’d  ani^ntiquary  from  undertaking 
it.  But  as  Pythagoras  did  guefs  at  the  Vaft- 
;  nefs  of  Hercules's  Stature  by  the  Lengt  1  of 
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his  Foot,  fo  among  thefe  Ruins  are  Remains 
enough  left  for  a  Man  to  give  a  Guefs  what 
noble  Buildings,  &c.  were  made  by  the  Pie¬ 
ty,  Charity,  and  Magnanimity  of  our  Fore, 
fathers. 

And  as  in  Profpeds,  we  are  there  pleafed 
moft  where  fomething  keeps  the  Eye  from 
being  loft,  and  leaves  us  Room  to  guefs  5  fo 
here  the  Eye  and  Mind  is  no  lefs  affeded 
with  thefe  ftately  Ruins,  than  they  would 
have  been  when  Handing  and  entire.  They 
breed  in  generous  Minds  a  Kind  of  Pity, and 
fets  the  Thoughts  a- work  to  make  out  their 
Magnifice  as  they  were  taken  in  Perfedion. 
Thefe  Remains  are  tanquam  Tabulata  Nau- 
fragii ,  that  after  the  Revolution  of  fo  many 
Years  and  Governments,  have  efcap’d  the 
Teeth  of  Time,  and  (which  is  more  dange¬ 
rous)  the  Hands  of  miftaken  Zeal.  So  that 
the  retrieving  of  thefe  forgotten  Things 
from  Oblivion,  in  fome  fort  refembles  that 
of  a  Conjurer,  who  make  thofe  walk  and 
appear  that  have  lam  in  their  Graves  many 
Hundreds  of  Years,  and  to  reprefent,  as  it 
were  to  the  Eye,  the  Places,  Cuftoms,  and 
Falhions  that  were  of  old  Time. 

Let  us  imagine  then  what  Kind  of  Coun¬ 
try  this  was  in  the  Time  of  the  Ancient  Bri¬ 
tain!,  by  the  Nature  of  the  Soil,  which  is 
.  ®  Soure,  W  oodfere  Land,  very  natural  for 
the  Production  of  Oaks  efpecially  3  one 
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may  conclude,  that  this  North-Divifion  was 
a  fhady  difmal  Wood  3  and  the  Inhabitants 
almoft  as  falvage  as  the  Beafts,  whofe  Skins 
were  their  only  Raiment.  The  Language 
Britijh  (which  for  the  Honour  of  it,  was  in 
thofe  Days  fpoken  from  the  Orcades  to  Italy 
and  Spain .J  The  Boats  on  the  Avon  (which 
fignifies  River)  were  Baskets  of  Twigs  co¬ 
ver'd  with  an- Ox-Skin,  which  the  poor  Peo¬ 
ple  in  Wales  ufe  to  this  Day,  and  call  them 
Curricles. 

Within  this  Shire  I  believe  that  there 
were  feveral  Reguli ,  which  often  made  War 
upon  one  another,  and  the  great  Ditches 
which  run  on  the  Plains  and  elfewhere  fo 
many  Miles,  were  (not  unlikely)  their 
Boundaries,  and'withall  ferved  for  Defence 
againftthe  Incur  (ion  of  their  Enemies,  as  the 
Rills  Wall,  Off  as  Ditch,  and  that  in  China  5 
to  compare  fmall  Things  to  great.  Their 
Religion  is  at  large  defcribedby  Cafar  5  their 
Priefts  were  the  Druids .  Some  of  their 
Temples  I  pretend  to  have  reftored  3  as  An¬ 
bury ,  Stonehenge ,  3cc.  as  alfo  Britijh  Sepul¬ 
chres.  Their  Way  of  Fighting  is  livelily 
fet  down  by  C&far.  Their  Camps3  with 
thofe  of  their  Antagonifts,  I  have  fet  down 
in  another  Place.  They  knew  the  Ufe  of 
Iron  3  and  about  Hedington  Fields,  Bronx* 
ham ,  Bow  don ,  8cc.  are  (till  plough’d  up  Cin¬ 
ders  (i.  e.  the  Scoria  of  melted  Iron.)  They 
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were  two  or  three  Degrees  I  fuppofe  lefs  fal- 
vage  than  the  Americans.  Till  King  Johns 
Time  Wolves  were  in  this  Ifland  $  and  in 
our  Grandfather’s  Days  more  Foxes  than 
now,  and  Martens  (a  Beall  of  brown  rich 
Furr)  at  Stanton  Park,  &c.  the  Race  now 
extind  thereabout. 

The  Romans  fubdued  and  civiliz’d  them  ; 
at  Lekham  (Mr.  Camden  faith)  was  a  Co¬ 
lony  of  them,  as  appears  there  by  the  Ro¬ 
man  Coin  found  there.  About  1654-  in 
Weekfield  in  the  Parifh  of  Hedington ,  dig¬ 
ging  up  the  Ground  deeper  than  the  Plough 
went,  they  found  for  a  great  Way  together 
Foundations  of  Houfes,  Hearths,  Coals  and 
a  great  deal  of  Roman  Coin,  Silver  and 
Brafs,  whereof  I  had  a  Pint  5  fome  little 
Copper- pieces  no  bigger  than  Silver  Half¬ 
pence  Square  if  they  were  not  the  Reman 
Denarii)  I  have  portray’d  the  Pot  in  which 
a  good  deal  was  found,  which  Pot  I  prefen- 
tedto  the  Royal  Society's  Repo(Itory,it  refem- 
bles  an  Apprentice’s  earthen  Chrijlmac-Box. 

At  Sherfton  hath  feveral  times  been'  found 
Roman  Money  in  ploughing.  I  have  one 
Silver  Piece  found  there  (1653)  not  long 
fince,  of  Conjlantine  the  Great .  Among  0- 
ther  Arts  that  of  Architecture  was  intro- 
duc  d  by  them  $  and  no  Doubt  but  here  as 
well  as  in  other  Parts  were  then  good  Build¬ 
ings,  here  being  fo  good  Stone:  L  know 
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not  any  Veftigia  now  left  in  this  County, 
except  the  Fragments  of  the  Caftle  of  Sarif- 
bury ,  which  takes  its  Name  from  Cafar,  Ge- 
farisburghum ,  from  whence  Sarisburgh , 
whence  Salisbury. 

At  £<#£/:?  are  feveral  Roman  Inscriptions, 
which  Mr.  Camden  hath  fet  down,  and  by 
the  Weft  Gate  a  Piece  of  a  delicate  Corinthi¬ 
an  Freeze,  which  he  calls  wreath’d  Leaves, 
not  underftanding  Archite&ure  5  and  by  in 
a  Bafs  relieve  of  an  Optriouch?  At  Rethford 
about  1663,  was  found  a  Grotto  pav’d  with 
Mofaic  Work,  fome  whereof  I  have  pre- 
ferv’d.  '  t 

The  Saxons  Succeeding  them,  and  driving 
1  away  to  Ireland \  Cornwall  See.  thefe  Bri- 
tains  were  by  Romans  left  here  5  for  they  ufed 
the  beft  of  them  in  their  Wars,  being  their 
beft  Soldiers)  here  was  a  Mift  of  Ignorance 
for  600  Years.  They  were  fo  far  from 
knowing  Arts,  that  they  could  not  build  a 
Wall  with  Stone.  They  lived  fluttiflily  in 
:  poor  Houfes,  where  they  eat  a  great  deal  of 
Beef  and  Mutton,  and  drank  good  Ale  in  a 
t  brown  Mazard  •  and  their  very  Kings  were 
£  but  a  Sort  of  Farmers.  After  the  Chriftian 
i  Religion  was  planted  here,  it  gave  a  gre3t 
f  Shoot,  and  the  Kings  and  great  Men  gave 
J  vaft  Revenues  to  the  Church,  who  were  ig- 
r  norant  enough  in  thofe  Days.  The  Id  or  mans 
\  then  came  and  taught  them  Civility  and 
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Buildings  which  though  it  was  Gothick  (as 
alfo  their  Policy  feud  alls  Lex)  yet  they  were 
magnificent.  For  the  Government, ’till  the 
Time  of  King  Henry  VIII,  it  was  like  a 
Neft  of  Boxes  $  for  Copyholders,  (who ’till 
then  were  Villains)  held  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Manour,  who  held  of  a  fuperior  Lord, 

•  who  perhaps  held  of  another  fuperior  Lord 
or  Duke,  who  held  of  the  King.  Upon  any  Oc-  .. 
cafion  of  Jutting  or  Tournaments  in  thofe 
Days,  one  of  thefe  great  Lords  founded  his 
Trumpets  (the  Lords  then  kept  Trumpeters  $ 
even  to  King  James')  andfummon  d  thofe  that 
held  under  them.  Thofe  again  founded  their 
Trumpets, and fo  downwardtothe  Copyhold¬ 
ers.  The  Court  of  Wards  was  a  great  Bridle 
in  thofe  Days,  A  great  Part  of  this  North Di- 
vijion  held  of  the  Honour  of  Trowbridge , 
where  is  a  ruinated  Cattle  of  the  Dukes  of 
Lane  after.  No  younger  Brothers  then  were 
by  the  Cuftom  andConttitution  of  the  Realm 
to  betake  themfelves  to  Trades,  but  were 
Churchmen  or  Retainers,  and  Servants  to 
great  Men,  rid  good  Horfes  (now  and  then 
took  a  Purfe)  and  their  Blood  that  was  bred 
of  .the  good  Tables  of  their  Matters,  was 
upon  every  Qccation  freely  let  out  in  their 
Quarrels  5  it  was  then  too  common  among 
their  Matters  to  have  Feuds  with  one  ano¬ 
ther,  and  their  Servants  at  Market,  or 
where  they  met  (in  that  flattiing  Age)  did 
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commonly  bang  one  another's  Bucklers. 
Then  an  Efquire,  when  he  rode  to  Town, 
was  attended  by  eight  or  ten  Men  in  blue 
Coats  with  Badges.  The  Lords  (then  Lords 
in  Deed  as  well  as  Title)!iv’d  in  their  Coun¬ 
tries  like  petty  Kings,  had  Jura  Regalia  be¬ 
longing  to  their  Seigniories,  had  their  Ca¬ 
ttles  and  Boroughs,  and  fent  Burgedes  to  the 
Lower  Houfe 3  had  Gallows  within  their  Li¬ 
berties,  where  they  could  try,  condemn, 
draw  and  hang  5  never  went  to  London  but 
in  Parliament-Time,  or  once  a  Year  to  do 
their  Homage  and  Duty  to  the  King.  The 
Lords  of  Manours  kept  good  Houfes  in  their 
Countries,  did  eat  in  their  great  Gothic k 
Halls,  at  the  High  Table  3  (in  Scotland  ft  ill 
the  Architefture  of  a  Lord’s  Houfe  is  thus, 
viz.  a  great  open  Hall,  a  Kitchin  and  But¬ 
tery,  a  Parlour,  over  which  a  Chamber  for 
my  Lord  and  Lady  3  all  the  reft  lye  in  com¬ 
mon,  viz .  the  Men-fervants  in  the  Hall, the 
Women  in  a  common  Room)  or  Oriele ,  the 
Folk  at  the  Side-Tables. ,  ( Oriele  is  an  Ear, 
but  here  it  fignifies  a  little  Room  at  the  up¬ 
per  End  of  the  Hail,  where  ftands  a  Square 
or  round  Table,  perhaps  in  the  old  Time 
was  an  Oratory  3  in  every  old  Gothic  Hall 
is  one,  viz .  at  Dracot ,  Lekham ,  Mderton , 
&c.)  The  Meat  was  Yerved  up  by  Watch- 
Words.  Jacks  are  but  an  Invention  of  the 
pther  Age :  the  poor  Boys  did  turn  the 
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Spits,  and  lick’d  the  Dripping-Pan,  and 
grew  to  be  huge  lufty  Knaves.  The  Beds  of 
the  Servants  and  Retainers  were  in  the 
great  Halls,  as  now  in  the  Guard-Chamber, 
&c>  The  Hearth  was  commonly  in  the 
middle,  as  at  moft  Colleges,  whence  the 
Saying,  Round  about  our  Coal  Fire.  Here 
in  the  Halls  were  the  Mummings,  Cob-loaf- 
ftealing,  and  great  Number  of  old  Christmas 
Plays  perform'd.  Every  Baron  and  Gentle-  . 
man  of  Ella  te  kept  great  Horfes  for  a  Man 
at  Arms.  Lords  had  their  Armories  to  fur¬ 
nish  fome  hundreds  of  Men,  The  Halls  of 
Juflices  of  the  Peace  were  dreadful  to  behold, 
the  Skreens  were  garnifh’d  with  Corflets  and 
Helmets,  gaping  with  open  Mouth,  with 
Coats  of  Mail,  Lances,  Pikes,  Halberts, 
brown  Bills,  Batterdafhers,  Bucklers,  and 
the  modern  Colivers  and  Petronils  (in  King 
Charles  the.  Ifts  Time)  turn’d  into  Muflkets 
and  Piftols.  Then  were  Entails  in  Fafhion, 
(a  good  Prop  for  Monarchy).  Deftroying 
of  Manours  began  Temp.  Hen.  ViH.but  now- 
common  ^  whereby  the  mean  Peoplf  Jive 
lawlefs,  no  body  to  govern  them,  they  care 
for  no  body,  having  no  Dependance  on  any 
Body.  By  this  Method,  and  by  the  SeL 
ling  of  the  Church-Lands,  is  the  Ballance 
of  the  Government  quite  alter’d,  and  put 
into  the  Hands  of  the  common  People.  No 
Ale-houfes,nor  yet  Inns  were  there  then,  un- 
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lefs  upon  great  Roads :  When  they  had  a  Mind 
to  drink, they  wenttotheFryaries^  and  when 
they  travell’d,  they  had  Entertainment  atthe 
Religious  Houfes  for  three  Days  if  Occafion 
fo  long  requir’d.  The  Meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
try  was  not  then  at  Tipling-houfes,  but  in 
the  Fields  or  Forefts,  with  their  Hawks  and 
Hounds,  with  their  Bugle-horns  in  Silken 
Bordries.  This  Fart  very  much  abounded 
with  Forefts  and  Parks.  Thus  were  good 
Spirits  kept  up,  and  good  Horfes  and  Hides 
made  5  whereas  now  the  Gentry  of  the  Na¬ 
tion  are  fo  effeminated  by  Coaches,  they 
are  fo  far  from  managing  great  Horfes,  that 
they  know  not  how  to  ride  Hunting  Horfes, 
befidesthe  fpoiling  of  feveral  Trades  depen¬ 
dant.  In  the  laft  Age  every  Yeoman  almoft 
kept  a  Sparrow-Hawk  5  and  it  was  a  Diver- 
tifement  for  young  Gentlewomen  to  manage 
Sparrow-Hawks  and  Merlins.  In  K.  Henry 
the  VUIth’s  Time  one  Dame  Julian  writ 
The  Art  of  Hawking  in  Englijh  Verfe,  which 
is  in  Wilton  Library.)  This  Country  was 
then  a  lovely  Champain,  as  that  about  Shee- 
j  Jlon  and  Cots-wold  3  very  few  Enclofures, 
unlefs  near  Houfes :  My  Grandfather  Lyle 
did  remember  when  all  between  Cromhall  (at 
Efton)  and  Caftle-Gomb  was  fo,  when  EaJlon> 
Tatton  and  Comb  did  intercommon  together. 
In  my  Remembrance  much  hath  been  en¬ 
clos’d,  and  every  Year  more  and  more  is  ta¬ 
ken 
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ken  in.  Anciently  the  Leghs  (now  corrupt- 
ly  call’d  Slaights)  l  e.  Failures,  were  noble 
large  Grounds,  as  yet  the  Demefne  Lands 
at  Cafile  Combe  are.  So  likewife  in  his  Re¬ 
membrance  was  all  between  Kington  St.  Mi¬ 
chael  and  Dracot-Fcrne  common  Fields- 
Then  were  a  world  of  labouring  People 
maintain  d  by  the  Plough,  as  yet  in  North- 
amptonfbire ,  be.  There  were  .no  Rates  for 
the  Poor  in  my  Grandfather  s  Days  5  but  for 
Kington  St.  Michael  (no  final!  Parifh)  the 
Church-Ale  at  Whhfuntide  did  the  Bufinefs. 
In  every  Parifh  is  (or  was)  a  Church- houfe, 
to  which  belong’d  Spits,  Crocks,  dhr.  Ufen- 
fils  for  drefliog  Provifion.  Here  the  Houfe- 
keepers  meet,  and  were-  merry,  -  and  gave 
their  Charity:  The  young  People  were 
there  too,  and  had  Dancing,  Bowling,  fhoot- 
ing  at  Butts,dta.  the  Ancients  fitting  gravely 
by  and  looking  on.  All  things  were  civil  and 
without  Scandal.  This  Church-Ale  is  doubt- 
lefs  deriv'd  from  the  or  Love-Feaji 

mention’d  in  the  New  T eft  ament.  Mr.  A, 
Wood  affures  roe,  that  there  were  no  Alms- 
Houfes ,  at  leaf!:  they  were  very  fcarce 
before  the  Reformation^  that  overagainft 
Chrift  Church ,  Ox  on.  is  one  of .  the  Anci- 
enteft.  In  every  Church  was  a  poor  Mans 
Box,  but  I  never  remember’d  the  Ufe  of 
it  5  nay,  there  was  one  at  great  Inns,  as  I 
remember  it  was  before  the  Wars.  Before 
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tne  Reformation ,  at  their  Vigils  or  Revels, 
fate  up  all  Night  farting  and  praying  :  The 
Night  before  the  Day  of  the  Dedication  of 
the  Church,  certain  Officers  were  chofea 
for  gathering  the  Money  for  charitable  U- 
fes.  Old  John  Waft  field  of  Langley  was 
Peter-man  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel  there  5  at 
which  Time  is  one  of  the  greateft  Revels  in 
thefe  Parts,  but  the  Chapel  is  converted  into 
a  Dwelling-Houfe.  Such  Joy  and  Merri¬ 
ment  was  every  Holiday,  which  Days  were 
kept  with  great  Solemnity  and  Reverence. 
Thefe  were  the  Days  when  England  was 
famous  for  the  Grey  Goofe  Quids.  The 
Clark's  was  in  the  Eafier  Holidays,  for  his 
Benefit,  and  the  Solace  of  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Since  the  Reformation  and  Inclofures  a- 
forefaid,  thefe  Parts  have  fwarm’d  with  poor 
People.  The  Pariffi  of  Cain  pays  to  the 
Poor  (1665)  500  L  per  Annum  5  and  the 
Pariffi  of  Chippenham  little  lefs,  as  appears 
by  the  Poors  Books  there.  Inclofures  are 
for  the  private,  not  for  the  publick.  Good. 
For  a  Shepherd  and  his  Dog,  or  a  Milk- 
Maid,  can  manageMeadowJLand,  that  upon 
arable,  employ'd  the  Hands  of  feveral  Scores 
of  Labourers. 

In  thofe  Times  (befides  the  Jollities  al¬ 
ready  mentioned)  they  had  their  Pilgri¬ 
mages  to  Walfmghamy  Canterbury ,  & c.  to 
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feveral  Shrines,  as  chiefly  hereabouts  to 
St.  Jofeph’s  of  Arimathea ,  at  his  Chapel  in 
GlaHonhury  Abbey.  In  the  Roads  thither 
were  feveral  Houfes  of  Entertainment,  built 
purpofely  for  them  $  among  others,  was  the 
Houfe  call’d  The  Chapel  of  Flay  Her  near 

'  Edx  5  and  a  great  Houfe  call'd . 

without  La  ford's  Gate  near  Briflol. 

Then  the  Crufado’s  to  the  Holy  War  were 
moft  magnificent  and  glorious,  and  the 
Rife,  I  believe,  of  the  Adventures  of  Knights 
Errant  and  Romances.  The  Solemnities  of 
Proceflions  in  and  about  the  Churches,  and 
the  Perambulations  in  the  Fields,  befides 
their  Convenience,  were  fine  pleafing  Diver- 
iions  :  The  Priefts  went  before  in  their 
Formalities,  finging  the  Latin  Service,  and 
the  People  came  after,  making  their  good- 
meaning  Refponfes.  The  Reverence  given 
to  Holy  Men,  was  very  great.  Then  were 
the  Churches  open  all  Day  long.  Men  and 
V/otnen  going  daily  in  and  out  hourly,  to 
and  from  their  Devotions.  Then  were  the 
Conferences  of  the  People  kept  in  fo  great 
Awe  by  Confeflion,  that  juft  Dealing  and 
Virtue  was  habitual.  Sir  Edxcyn  Sandy s 
obferved  in  his  Travels  in  the  Catholick 
Countries,  fo  great  Ufe  of  Confeflion  as  a- 
forefaid,  that  though  a  fevere  Enemy  to  the 
Church  of  Rome ,  he  doth  heartily  wifh  it 
had  never  been  left  out  by  the  Church  of 
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England \  perceiving  the  great  Good  it  does 
beyond  Sea.  Lent  was  a  difmal  Time,  ftrict 
ly  obferv’d  by  Fading,  Prayer,  and  Con- 
fefiing,  againft  Eajler.  Daring  the  forty 
Days,  the  Fryars  preach’d  every  Day. 

This  Country  was  very  full  of  Religious 
Houfes  5  a  Man  could  not  have  travell’d, 
but  he  muft  have  met  Monks,  Fryars,  Bon - 
nehommes^  Sec.  in  their  feveral  Habits, 
Black,  White,  Grey,  &c.  And  the  tingle 
tangle  of  their  Convent  Bells,  I  fancy, 
made  very  pretty  Mufick,  like  the  College 
Bells  at  Oxford . 

Then  were  there  no  Free*Schools  $  the 
Boys  were  educated  at  the  Monafteries ;  the 
young  Maids,  not  at  Hackney :  Schools,  &c. 
to  learn  Pride  and  Wantonnefs,  but  at  the 
Nunneries,  where  they  had  Examples  of  Pi¬ 
ety,  Humility,  Modefly,  and  Obedience, 
&c.  to  imitate  and  praftife.  Here  they 
learned  Needle-work,  the  Art  of  Confedio- 
nary,  Surgery,  Phyfick,  Writing,  Draw¬ 
ing,  &c. 

Old  Jaquer  (who  lived  where  Charles 
Hadnam  did)  could  fee  from  his  Houfe  the 
Nuns  of  the  Priory  of  St.  Marys  (juxta 
Kington}  come  forth  into  the  Nymph-Hay 
with  their  Rocks  and  Wheels  to  fpiri,  and 
with  their  Sewing  Work.  He  would  fay 
that  he  hath  told  threefcore  and  ten  5  tho’ 
of  Nuns  there  were  not  fc  many,  but  in 
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all,  with  Lay-Sifters,  as  Widows, old  Maids, 
and  young  Girls,  there  might  be  fuch  a 
Number.  This  was  a  fine  Way  of  breeding 
up  young  Women,  who  are  led  more  by 
Example,  than  Precept  $  and  a  good  Retire¬ 
ment  for  Widows  and  grave  Angle  Women, 
to  a  civil,  virtuous,  and  holy  Life. 

Plato  fays,  that  the  Foundation  of  Go¬ 
vernment  is  the  Education  of  Youth  5  by 
this  Means  it  is  irroft  probable  that  that 
was  a  Golden  Age.  I  have  heard  Judge  Jen- 
kins,  Mr.  John  Latch ,  and  other  Lawyers, 
fay,  that  before  the  Reformation ,  one  (hall 
hardly  in  a  Year  find  an  AClion  on  the  Cafe , 
as  for  Slander ,  &c.  which  was  the  Refult 
of  a  good  Government. 

It  is  a  Sarcafm  more  malicious  than  true, 
commonly  thrown  at  the  Church-men,  that 
tfoey  had  too  much  Land  ^  for  their  Coriftt- 
tution  oeing  in  Truth  confider’d,  they  were 
rather  Adminiftrators  of  thofe  great  Reve¬ 
nues  to  pious  and  publick  Ufes,  than  Ufu- 
ructuaries.  As  for  themfelves,  they  had 
only  their  Habit  and  competent  Diet,  eve¬ 
ry  Order  according  to  their  prefcrib’d  Rulex 
rom  which  they  were  not  to  Vary.

A  Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Oliver 
Long  to  Sir  W.  Coventry,  Secretary 
of  State,  wherein  is  a  per  fed  Account 
of  the  defignd  Ajfajfmation  of  the 
Earl  of  Clarendon  by  fome  Englifh 
Sea-men  in  the  French  Service. 

Sir, 

BAting  all  Complements,  which  though 
you  may  merit,  your  Modefty  was  al¬ 
ways  fo  far  averfe  to,  as  not  to  be  able  to 
fuffer  them  5  I  fhall  give  you  all  the  News 
we  have  ftirring  here,  which  is  as  follows  : 
As  I  was  travelling  from  Rouen  towards  Or¬ 
leans,  it  was  my  Fortune,  April  23.  A7.  S. 
to  overtake  the  Earl  of  Clarendon ,  (then  ni 
his  unhappy  and  unmerited  Exile)  who  was 
going  towards  Bourbon,  but  took  up  his 
Lodging  at  a  private  Hoftel,  in  a  fraall 
wall’d  Town  call’d  Everues ,  fome  Leagues 
from  Rouen :  I,  as  molt  Englijb  Gentlemen 
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did  to  fo  valuable  a  Patriot,  went  to  pay 
him  a  Vifit  near  Supper-time,  where  he 
was,  as  ufoal,  very  civil  to  me. Before  Supper 
was,  done,  twenty  or  thirty  Englijh Sea-men 
and  more  came  and  demanded  Entrance  at 
the  great  Gate,  which  being  ftrongly  barr’d, 
kept  them  out  for  fome  Time  $  but  in  a  fliort 
Space  they  brake  it,  and  prefently  drove  all 
they  found,by  their  Advantage  of  Numbers, 
into  the  Earl's  Chamber,  where,  by  the  Af- 
fiftance  of  but  three  Swords  and  Piftols, 
we  kept  them  out  for  half  an  Hour,in  which 
Difpute  many  of  us  were  wounded  by  their 
Swords  and  Piftols,  whereof  they  had  many. 
Toconclu.de,  they  broke  the  Windows  and 
Doors,  and  under  the  Conduft  of  one  How¬ 
ard ,  an  Irijb-man,  (who  has  three  Brothers, 
as  I.  am  told,  in  the  Service  of  the  King  of 
England )  and  an  Enfign  in  this  Company  of 
Canoneers,  who  quickly  found  the  Earl 
on  his  Bed,  not  able  to  hand  by  the  Vio¬ 
lence  of  the  Gout,  where,  after  they  had  gi¬ 
ven  him  many  Blows  with  their  Swords  and 
Staves,  mix’d  with  horrible  Curfes  and 
Oaths,  they  dragg’d  him  on  the  Ground  in¬ 
to  the  Middle  of  the  Yard,  where  they  en- 
compafs'd  him  around  with  their  naked 
Swords  ^  and  after  they  had  told  him  in  j 
their  own  Language,  how  he  had  fold  the  ■ 
Kingdom ,  and  robbed  them  of  their  Pay , 
Howard  commanded  them  all,  as  one  Man* 

to 
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to  run  their  S  words  through  his  Body  5  but 
what  Difference  arofe  among  themfelves  be¬ 
fore  they  could  agree,  God  above,  who  a- 
lone  fent  this  Spirit  of  Diffention,  only 
knows.  In  this  Interval,  their  Lieutenant, 
one  Swaine ,  came  and  difarmed  them,  fix- 
teen  of  the  Ring-leaders  were  put  into  Pri- 
fon,  and  many  of  thofe  Things  they  had 
rifled  from  him5  found  again,  which  were 
reftor’d,  and  of  great  Value.  Monfieur  la 
Found ,  a  great  Man,  belonging  to  the  King 
of  Frances  Bed-Chamber,  feat  to  condud 
the  Earl  on  his  Way  hither,  was  fo  defpe- 
rately  wounded  in  the  Head,  that  there  was 
little  Hopes  of  his  Life.  Many  of  thefe 
Affaflinates  were  grievoufly  wounded  $  and 
this  heinous  Addon  is  fo  much  relented  by 
all  here,  that  many  of  thefe  Criminals  will 
meet  with  an  Ufage  equal  to  their  Merit, 
Had  we  been  fufficiently  provided  with  Fire- 
Arms,  we  had  infallibly  done  ourfclves  Ju- 
ftice  on  them  5  but  we  fear  not,  but  the  Law 
will  fupply  our  Defed.  Sir,  here  is  no 
more  News,  than  that  a  Peace,  feme  fay, 
is  concluded,  a  Truce  is  certainly  finifhed. 
Service  and  Refpeds  to  all  our  mutual 
Friends  and  Acquaintance,  whom  nothing 
but  the  Service  of  my  Country,  to  whom 
we  all  owe  our  beft  Abilities,  fttould  give 
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any  Hindrance  to  the  Prefence  in  England

ON  Monday  laft  I  went  to  Chilhatn ,  to 
view  the  Tumulus  of  Quintus  Durm 
Laberius ,  which  is  not  in  the  Form  of  any 
Roman  Barrow  I  ever  faw,  being  more  like 
one  of  our  prefent  Graves  5  I  pac’d  it,  and 
found  it  to  be  feventy  of  my  Paces  in 
Length,  and  twenty  in  Breadth.  This  Li- 
berius  was  a  Tribune,  flain  in  one  of  C&far§ 
Engagements  with  the  Britains  5  the  Country- 
People,  to  this  Day,  call  it  Julaberries  Grave. 
About  half  a  Mile  from  hence  is  a  handfom 
Seat  of  Mr  .Diggs's,  built  within  the  Trenches 
or  Chilham  Caftle,  the  Keep  of  which  is  yet 
Handing, and  made  Ufe  for  a  Brewing-Houfe.

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On  Tuesday  I  went  back  again  to  Richborote , 
to  make  a  moreftrid  Enquiry  after  fome  Par¬ 
ticulars  of  Antiquity  5  the  one  was  whether 
it  was  poflible  that  Richborow  could  ever 
have  been  Part  of  the  Ifle  of  Thanet ,  as  fome 
Authors  affirm.  I  found  that  the  Lands  at 
Gojfehall  and  Fleet  y  which  lye  on  the  Weft 
Side  of  Richborow y are  fituated  lower  than  the 
Lands  which  the  5^wrpaffethby,and  while 
we  were  here,  I  met  with  feveral  Sea-Shells 
in  the  Meadows.  On  JVednefday  I  luckily 
hit  on  a  double  Intrenchment  in  a  Wood, 
within  three  Miles  of  the  antient  City  of 
Canterbury ,  a  City  honour'd  with  the  Englijb 
Primacy  5  the  inward  Trench  contains  an 
Acre  and  half,  the  outward  one  about  four 
Times  as  much  :  It  is  very  probable  that 
this  was  the  Place  where  Cyfar  met  with  the 
Brit  aim  in  his  fecond  Expedition  5  for  he 
fays,  that  after  he  had  left  Quintus  Atrius  to 
defend  nis  Ships,  at  that  Time  lying  above  a 
Mile  and  half  wide  off  the  Town  of  Sandwich, 
he  inarch  d  twelve  Miles  up  into  the  Coun¬ 
try,  where  he  met  with  the  Britains  near  a  ; 
Kiver,  and  forced  them  fir  ft  of  all  to  retire 

into  one  of  theirFort  ideations, and  afterwards,,

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Thurfday  I  walk’d  to  Hyth,  along  a  Roman 
Cauleway  raifed  high,  and  paved  with  Flint. 
This  is  one  of  the  Cinque-Ports ,  and  former¬ 
ly  contain’d  fix  Parifhes,  that  of  St.  Nicho¬ 
las  only  now  remains,  the  Chancel  is  rais’d 
extremely  on  grey  Marble  Pillars.  In  the 
Charnel-Houfe  are  great  Numbers  of  Bones, 
and  feme  of  them  very  large  $  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  have  feveral  Traditions  of  thefe  Bones, 
which,  as  fictitious,  I  fhall  omit  5  they  are 
white  and  thin  5  I  took  the  Dimenfions  of 
feme  of  the  largeft.  Two  Miles  from  hence 
are  the  Ruins  of  Saltwood  Caflle,  formerly 
belonging  to  the  See  of  Canterbury  5  it  feems 
to  have  been  a  flately  Structure,  is  of  an  o~ 
val  Form,  and  twenty  five  Rods  in  Length, 
Within  two  Miles  of  Folkftone  is  a  Fortifica¬ 
tion  of  Earth  called  Caflle ,  which  has  one 
Trench  towards  the  Sea,  andfometimes  one, 
at  other  times  two  Trenches  towards  the 
Continent,  according  as  the  Nature  of  the 
Hill  requires.  On  Saturday  I  vifited  Stut - 
fall  Caflle,  a  Roman  Station  3  this  was  the 
Portm  Limenus ,  whofe  Ruins  include  eight 
Acres  of  Land,  and  are  in  Form  of  an  ob¬ 
long  Square  5  the  Walls  are  compofed  of  a 
rocky  Stone,  and  a  Mortar  made  of  the  Sea- 
Sand  and  fmall  Pebbles  5  at  two  Yards  De¬ 
fiance  run  double  Rows  of  Roman  Brick  14 
or  15  Inches  long.  Within  a  Quarter  of  a 
Mile  from  Lymne  Gnurch  is  Shipway -Court , 
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a  Field  where  the  Lord- Warden  of  the 
Cinque-Ports  are  fworn,  and  Caufes  concer¬ 
ning  the  Ports  try’d.  From  hence  I  walked 
on  the  Beach  to  Romney ,  and  this  Morning 
from  thence  hither,  palling  moft  of  the  Way 
through  the  old  Chanel  of  the  Rother .  Thefe 
are  all  the  Obfervations  I  have  made  in  my 
Journey  through  this  Part  of  the  truly  loyal 
County  of  Kent ,  which  will  no  ways  re- 
compence  the  Time  loft  in  the  Perufal  of 
this  from.

This  Village  affords  a  lovely  Profpect  to 
the  South,  S.  W,  and  S.  E.  on  the  South 
it  is  terminated  by  the  blue  Hills  of  Hack - 
pen*  Cherhill ,  of  that  Range,  between 

with  Malmejbury- Town,  and  the  Ruins  of 
the  Abbey,  with  Charlton- Houfe,  (the  Seat 
of  the  Earl  of  Berkthire )  and,  ’till  the  late

Park,  and  the  Park  of  Hyams.  At  the  up¬ 
per  End  of  this  Village  was  Sir  Giles  Ef- 
coiin'%  Houfe,  Knight  and  Baronet,  Lord 
of  this  Mannor,  flank’d  with  a  delicate 
Grove  of  Oaks,  which  he  cut  down  and  fold 
for  700  /.

Abbey'5  they  oftentimes  digg’d  for  thePipes, 
but  now  I  think  few  are  left.  Some  of 
thefe  Pipes  have  been  digg’d  up  within  thefe 
20  Years,  This  Town  was  given  to  Malmef- 
fery-Abbey  The  Church  here  was  ancient¬ 
ly  a  Chappel  of  Eafe  to  that  Abbey,  from 
whence  it  is  diftant  above  two  Miles.

King  Atheljlan  having  obtained  a  Viftory 
over  the  Danes ,  by  the  Affiftance  of  the 
Inhabitants  Of  this  Place,  riding  to  recreate 
him  fell,  found  a  Woman  baiting  of  her 
Cow  upon  the  Way  called  the  FoJJ'e ,  which 
runs  through  through  this  Parifh,  and  is  a 
fatuous  Roman  Way  that  goes  from  Cornwall 
to  Scotland.

And  becaufe 
a  Monk  of  that  Time,  out  of  his  Devotion, 
gave  a  Bell  to  be  rung  here  at  this  Houfe 
before  Prayers  began.,  his  Name  was  infer- 
ted  in  the  Petitions  for  that  Gift. 

The  Ceremonies. 

The  Parifhioners  being  come  to  the 
Door  of  the  Hayward’s  Houfe,  the  Door 
was  fhuck  thrice,  in  Honour  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  $  then  they  entred.  The  Bell  was 
rung}  after  which  Silence  being  ordered,  they 
read  their  Prayers  aforefaid.  Then  was  a 
Ghirland  of  Flowers  (b)  Flowers  made  up¬ 
on  a  Hoop,  brought  forth  by  a  Maid  of  the 
Town  upon  her  Neck,  and  a  young  Man 
(a  Batchelor)  of  another  Parifh,  firft  falu- 
ted  her  three  Times,  in  Honour  of  the  Tri¬ 
nity,  in  Refped  of  God  the  Father.  Then 
fhe  puts  the  Ghirland  upon  his  Neck,  and 
kilFes  him  three  Times,  in  Honour  of  the 
Trinity,  particularly  God  the  Son.  Then 
he  puts  the  Ghirland  on  her  Neck  again,

(h)  About  the  Tear  j66o,  one  Was  ‘killed  Jt'riyiftg  to  take  a 
way  the  Ghirland 
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and  kiiTes  her  three  Times,  in  Refpeft  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  and  particularly  the  Holy 
Ghoft.  Then  he  takes  the  Ghirland  from 
her  Neck,  and,  by  the  Cuftom,  mull  give 
her  a  Penny  at  leaft,  which,  as  Fancy  leads, 
is  now  exceeded,  as  2  s.  6  d.  or  <&c. 

The  Method  of  giving  this  Ghirland  is 
from  Houfe  toHoufe  annually,  ’till  it  comes 
round. 

In  the  Evening  every  Commoner  fends  his 
Supper  up  to  this  Houfe,  which  is  called 
the  Eale-Honfe  5  and  having  before 
laid  in  there  equally  a  Stock  of  Malt  which 
was  brew’d  in  the  Houfe,  they  fup  toge¬ 
ther,  and  what  was  left  was  given  to  the 
Poor. 

Of  which  Houfe  there  is  an  Account  in 
Somners  GlofTery,  at  the  End  of  the  Englife 
Hiftorians,  printed  at  London  1652.
